Neighbors rendered quick 
assistance and managed to beat out 
the flames. 

Dr. Godfrey and Dr. Putnam were 
called and administered first aid, and 
the police ambulance rushed the un¬ 
fortunate woman to the Newton Hos¬ 
pital Although Bhe did not Inbale the 
flames, her entire body was burned. 

■Mrs. Carroll was a widow. 48 years 
old, and is survived by two boub, 
Thomas F. and John E. Carroll. 

A BRILLIANT CONCERT. 

The first concert of the Subscrip¬ 
tion Series inaugurated by Messrs. 
Burrage and Hatfield was probably 
the most brilliant from every point of 
view.

Mr. Gino Aubert is Mr Macmillen’s 
nccompanlst. He only graduated last 
year from the Geneva Conservatory, 
Switzerland, arriving In this country 
nbout a week ago. Mr. Aubert’s suc¬ 
cess was an instantaneous one. He 
displayed a beautoy of touch and ex¬ 
hibition of piano technique and form 
seldom seen. 'Musical students pres¬ 
ent marveled at hie display of virtu¬ 
osity. His reception in 'fact was such 
that an unusual thing for even a solo 
accompanist to do was insisted upon, 
an encore. The final number of the 
program was the "Andante” and 
“Finale" from the Mendelssohn Con¬ 
certo. Mr. Macmillen’s reading was 
a fascinating one and It is •sel¬ 
dom (that an audience is wrought 
to such a point of interest. Cer¬ 
tainly it appreciated his efforts 
for an Insistent applause brought 
forth another encore. "Souvenir,” by 
Drclla. This was given by the muted 
violin and so haunting was the melody 
that many ladies in the audience 
hummed it while putting on their 
W’raps and when leaving the hall. In 
summing up the concert one can only 
say that if it Is possible for two young 
master musicians (neither of them 
has reached his 25th birthday) to 
please an audience as they did on 
Wednesday evening, it is not at nil 
wonderful that they should be in such 
constant demand all over the United 
States 1 . The concert was under Die 
direction of A H. Handley and after 
it was over, both of the artiBts were 
tendered an impromptu reception by 
many of the audience.

At the 
close of the regular service Chaplain 
Samuel P. Putnam and Commander 
Isaac F. Kingsbury of the post took 
charge of the Grand Army service. 
The burial was in. the soldiers’ lot at 
the Newton Cemetery and members of 
the post served as bearers.

Notwithst*tiding t.he argument of 
ex-Mayor Weed to which I give space 
this week relative to the pending 
amendmenl to the city charter, to be 
decided at the coming election, 1 be¬ 
lieve that the experience of the city 
for the past 27 years 1 b a safer gnide 
than the theories of charter reform¬ 
ers. Mayor Weeds contention that 
the present charter requires the 
.Mayor to appear as a public prose¬ 
cutor of his own subordinate, 1 b not 
strictly according to the facts. It is 
true that the aldermen are obliged 
to give a hearing to a suspended of¬ 
ficial, but it la not obligatory for the 
‘Mayor to appear against the official 
at such hearing. Mr. Weed, as (Mayor, 
had to solve one of the hardest cases 
of the kind during the existence of 
the city, and it Is highly credltaible 
to him that he won out in the con¬ 
troversy But It should be noted that 
Mr. Weed solved hia problem under 
the present city charter. It will be 
noted that he does not mention what 
is undoubtedly the worst feature of 
the new plan—the entry of city of¬ 
ficials and their friends Into active 
municipal politics. The nomination 
of a mayoralty candidate, known to be 
antagonistic to any -city official, would 
inevitably lead to active •political work 
by hia friends. On e reason why the 
city of Newton has been able to at¬ 
tract the best men of their profession 
to its service has been the fact the 
office 1 r not dependent on politics. 

While the editor of the Graphic 
has been employed at City Hall for 
the past 26 years, he does not hold, 
and never haB held a position affected 
by the proposed change, and during 
the present campaign he has not been 
asked by any interested city official 
to oppose the adoption of the amend 
ment. He, therefore, has no personal 
interests to be served by its adoption 
or rejection. The editor is against 
the amendment for the sole reason 
that it is not for the best interests of 
the city and for the several reasons 
set forth in tills issue of the Graphic.

WHY CHANGEI 

To the Editor of the Newton Graphic: 

In your editorial comment on the 
proposed change In the city charter 
relative to the removal of heads of 
departments to be submitted to the 
voters at the state election, there has 
frequently occured the query, "Why 
change?” But so far I have not hap¬ 
pened to notice any answer to your 
question. It is In my opinion a suf¬ 
ficient answer, because under the 
present charter euoh an official can 
In fact be removed only for a known 
and easily proved act of flagrant mis¬ 
conduct. Relatively few voters have 
a working knowledge of the provisions 
of the present charter with respect 
to this matter and It Is for this rea¬ 
son that I am taking the liberty of 
asking you to print this communlca- 
tlon. 

•Section 15 of the present charter 
provides: “The executive powerB of 
the city shall be vesled solely iu the 
mayor, and may he exercised by him 
either personally or through the sev¬ 
eral officers or hoards of the city In 
their departments, under his general 
supervision and control." It then 
proceeds to state the method of ap¬ 
pointment of these officers and boards 
and their terms of office, which are 
until they resign or are removed, Bave 
only on the cases of the assessors, as¬ 
sistant assessors and overseer of the 
poor. In Section 1G it says: "The 
mayor may, by writing, suspend any 
executive officer . . . and he shall 

at once report his action and his rea¬ 
sons therefor to the Board of Aider- 
men. The suspension of any such 
officer shall, in fifteen dayB after said 
report is made, be a removal, unless 
within that time he asks for a hear¬ 
ing before the hoard, which shall 
forthwith be granted, nnd upon con-

It la perhaps obvious that In the. 
application of these provisions 1o a ( 
concrete case, if a mayor undertakes 
to kiiwpeml such mi officer and the l 
latter demands a hearing, the hearing 
must proceed and be decided by the 
board on the masons assigned by the 
mayor for suapendlng auoh officer, and 
these reasons must 'be established not j 
by hearsay, opinion or conjecture, hut 
by such evidence as Is necessary to 
establish facts In courts of Justice 
It follows that, however well ground- , 
ed his judgment of the officer’s un¬ 
fitness to continue longer In office 
may he and howevur necessary action 
may be for the good of the public 
service, he cannot safely act unless 
he has first found reliable legal evi- ■ 
deuce to establish his contention. The 
difficulties In the way of procuring : 
such evidence, especially where the 
charge 1 b of incompetence alone, are 
so great that rather than run the risk 
of a public humiliation, a mayor may 
■well prefer the* embaTraaslng alter¬ 
native of continuing in office an in- . 
competent nnd unfit official. In any 
event the forcing of a mayor to as¬ 
sume the role of a public prosecutor 
of an official who under the charter 
is directly responsible to him and for 
whose conduct’he himself Is made re¬ 
sponsible Is neither dignified nor ap¬ 
propriate. 

You yourself have made It quite 
clear in your editorials that the pres¬ 
ent provisions of the charter offer a 
difficult and perhaps an Insurmount¬ 
able barrier to the removal of execu¬ 
tive officers and you have also made 
It clear that In your opinion such pro¬ 
visions are necessary for the purpose 
of protecting worthy officials from ir¬ 
responsible mayors, ft Is quite evi¬ 
dent, however, that provisions which • 
effectually prevent an irresponsible 
responsible mayor from removing an 
are equally effectual in preventing a 
responsible moyor from removing an 
unworthy official. It Is ordinarily as¬ 
sumed that a city charter Is framed 
to give the community the best gov¬ 
ernment possible, and that the public 
welfare may -be superior to the In- , 
teresta of any one individual, whether 
official or citizen. The issue is square¬ 
ly raised by the proposed change 
•whether this end Is to be the more 
certainly attained by giving the ex¬ 
ecutive officers, worthy or unworthy, 
more protection than their own sub- , 
ordinates appointed under civil ser¬ 
vice rules, or not. For that is the 
caBe now. 

It should be of some value to the 
discussion that at least three mayors 
serving under the present charter and 
two hoards of aldermen, the only ones 
before whom the question has been 
raised, have declared themselves un¬ 
equivocally in favor of a change. It 
Is safe to say lb at every one of these 
men believes earnestly in protectng 
our city officials from political re¬ 
prisals and In continuing them in of¬ 
fice Indefinitely so long as they are 
honest find efficient. There is noth¬ 
ing In the past to indicate that a 
worthy offlcal need have the slightest 
Tear for his personal fortune if this 
change is made. There Is no occa¬ 
sion to worry about the unworthy 
official but only because of him. There 
seems no sound reason for seriously 
fearing what might or could have but 
never has been. There is on the 
other hand every reason to make the 
mayor the responsible head of the 
executive departments of the city 
government, to give him the effective 
means of exercising the full measure 
of his responsibility and to hold him 
strictly accountable for its exercise. 
When we permit ourselves the ques¬ 
tionable luxury of any mayor other 
than one worthy of euoh a trust, no 
•charter provisions will protect either 
worthy officials or (what Is more im¬ 
portant) the community dtself from 
the consequences 

For one I say change the charter by 
all means.

I 
know he is harping about Canadian 
Reciprocity, the Tariff and the high 
coat of living, but what would he have 
to do with those subjects even if he 
were elected Governor? He is simply 
obliged to talk on national Issues be- 
oause there is nothing to criticize in 
the management of th e affairs of the 
state under Governor Draper. When 
Mr. Draper was elected he voluntarily 
cut out hLs salary with the Draper 
Company, which was many times 
the salary of the Governor, with the 
excuse that it was a full-grown 
man’s Job to be Governor of the Htate, 
and that no man could faithfully serve 
two masters, so those who aid in se¬ 
curing his defeat are unwittingly vot¬ 
ing him a very generous raise of pay.

I would have for the miscreant who 
slashes a valuable horse because of 
a grudge against his owner. 

For fear that I may be taken Tor a 
Democrat 1 will quit abusing people. 
Patriotism, like charity, should begin 
at home and every man should take 
interest in city and state affairs just 
as much, or a little more, than in 
those of the nation. Every intelligent 
man in the state knows that iMr. Dra¬ 
per has made us a good Governor, 
one of the best we have ever had. so 
why take chances of a change for the 
worse by turning the state over to 
the ones Instrumental in holding a 
state convention and turning it Into 
something more disgraceful than a 
dog fight. What a spectacle it would 
be if they could not manage the af¬ 
fairs of state better and how proud we 
should be and how glad we had made 
a change. 

Who supposes that the men to 
blame for that disgraceful affair are 
to get only the cold shoulder and no 
plums If Mr. Foss Is elected?

MR. BATES DEAD I ANOTHER ZERO GAME BAD ACCIDENT

FDR GOVERNOR DRAPER AND CAPTAIN WEEKS 


With a total vote f»31 larger than 
Iftiat cast last year. Governor Draper 
received 3387 or 232 more than laat 
year, ai\d Air Fobs had 2073 or 335 
larger than the vote of Mr. Vnhey in 
1909, making Governor Draper’s plur¬ 
ality 1314. or 103 leas than 1909. Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor Fi‘ot!hIngham, on the 
contrary, Increased his plurality or 
last year by 506 votes, receiving 3440 
to 1770 given Mr. CasBldy, while Mr. 
Froth Ingham had but 1164 over Mr. 
Fobs In 1909. Congressman Weeks' 
plurality of tiwo years ago wns badly 
cut. While he received 3570 votes on 
Tuesday aB compared with 3892 in 
1908, when the vote was 300 larger 
tihan this year, his Democratic oppo¬ 
nent greatly increased the vote of 
1908, receiving 1887 this year as com-; 
pared with 1326 In 1908. The Congress¬ 
man has a plurality of but 1670 as; 
compared with 2566 when he ran be- j 
fore. But the greatest gain by any| 
candidate on the Democratic ticket 
was that made by .Mr. Cannon, who 
ran for the state Senate against Sen¬ 
ator Mulligan. .Mr Cannon received 
the flattering vote of 2343 and Senator 
Mulligan with 2915 has a plurality of 
but 572 compared with 1377 last year. 
Mr. Cannon’s vote Is the largest ever 
given a Democratic candidate for Sen¬ 
ator and Is a decided compliment to 
him. 

Representatives Bothfeld, Ellis and 
White are easily re-elected, .Mr. Bohh- 
feld nnd Mt, Ellis with increased 
votes over last year. Mr. White with a 
slight reduction. The three Demo¬ 
cratic candidates had a trifle larger 
vote than was given their one candi¬ 
date last year. The amendments to 
the city charter were adopted with 
overwhelming majorities. The school 
committee being reduced to seven 
members by a vote of 3194 to 892, 
while the voters favored Increasing 
the powers of the Mayor to remove 
city officers by a vote of 3203 to 1389, 
only one precinct in the city casting 
a NO majority on this question. 

The election passed off in a most 
orderly fashion, with nothing or ?n- 
cident to record. Postmaster General 
'Hitchcock came on from Washington 
to vote and cast hie ballot in West 
Newton about noon. 'Mr. John 
Souther, who Is 96 years of age. cast 
his ballot in Ward One aa usual. The 
returns were slow In reaching City 
Hall, the firBt email precinct. Chest¬ 
nut Hill, arriving at 6:40, and the 
Newton Highlands precinct being the 
last at 10:50. 

Election returns were received at 
the 'Newton and Hunnewell Clubs and 
interested groups of men staid until 
a late (hour to hear the news from the 
state and country.

Close Range Duels. 

During the first fifty years of the 
old American navy. 1798-1848. the 
mortality of naval officers resulting 
from duels wns two-thirds that result¬ 
ing from naval wars. In the eighty-two 
duels listed by a recent writer thirty- 
six tncu were killed, nil naval officers 
except three civilians. The per cent 
Of mortality was 22, or five times the 
mortality of the federal army in the 
civil war. One-ha If of those not killed 
in those duels were wounded. The 
large number of casualties wns un¬ 
doubtedly due to the short distance 
between the combatants, which cus¬ 
tomarily was only ten paces, or thirty 
feet. In a few duels the distance was 
even less, In the Barron* Decatur 
duel it was twenty-four feet aud only 
twelve in the 13a in bridge-Cochran 
duel. 


Led by the Nose. 

An analytical chemist was retained 
as a skilled witness some years ago 
where there were questions of analyt¬ 
ical chemistry. There was one case 
where a farmer had bought some arti¬ 
ficial manure, and he was being sued 
for the price of It. He resisted pay¬ 
ment on the ground that the material 
bud none of the qua titles of manure 
nt all. The expert chemist was oue 
of the witnesses and hnd stated that, 
although the substance had the smell, 
it had none of the chemlcul qualities 
of manure.

FOOD SANITATION CONFERENCE. 

Thai t.he conference Idea is this 
year 10 be an Increasing euc-cess in 
the work of the State Federation de¬ 
partments was shown liv the larg* 1 
number who went to Jamaica Plain 
on Wednesday afternoon, Nov. 2nd. 
for the conference of the Food 
Sanitation Department. Aside from 
the one on civics no other conference 
last year was so largely attended as 
this one on Wednesday. 

The conference was called to order 
(by Mrs. Alice A. Clarke of Attleboro, 
chairman of the department, who pre¬ 
sented Mrs. Charles H. Adams, pres¬ 
ident of the Tuesday Club, the hos¬ 
tess of the afternoon. After a brief 
■word of greeting from Mrs. Adams 
the program as arranged was taken 
tip. 

Mrs. Lillie F. Lawson of Somerville, 
a member of the committee, spoke of 
the conditions of markets and of 
methods of handling foods, ©he said 
that women are largely responsible 
for unsanitary conditions existing in 
local markets, partly from the fact 
that so many do their marketing by 
telephone and seldom go near the 
market to see the conditions under 
which the rood is kept. Customers ann 
shop-keepers alike need instruction. 
A great deal of good has been done 
by a committee of Boston women in 
inspecting markets during the past 
year and she suggested that similar 
work might be done by the elub wom¬ 
en In other smaller cities. 

"Sanitary BakerleB" was the next 
subject to be considered. Miss Mary 
C. Wiggln, secretary of the Massachu¬ 
setts Consumers’ League, told of in¬ 
vestigations Into the condition or bak¬ 
eries which she carried on last Bpring 
at the suggestion of the Federation. 
Her work revealed the need of these 
reforms: abolition of basement bak¬ 
eries, 8creening of doors and windows, 
machine-mixing of bread, and medical 
examlnallon of bakers. The League 
has created a "white list” of bakeries. 
Those who are placed on it, the 
League recommends as showing rea¬ 
sonable cleanliness In all processes of 
manufacture, fair conditions for em¬ 
ployees, including & maximum work¬ 
ing week of sixty hours, and com¬ 
plete separation of bakeries from liv¬ 
ing and sleeping rooms. A copy of this 
white list may be obtained upon ap¬ 
plication to the secretary at 4 Joy 
street, Boston. Miss Wiggln suggest¬ 
ed that the women may help by send¬ 
ing names of local bakers to be in¬ 
vestigated or by looking Into con¬ 
ditions in their own towns; but she 
also said that a little experience is 
needed in doing this work. In closing 
she bespoke the vigorous co-operation 
of the clubs. 

Mrs. Jeanette M. Tyler of Ablngton 
pooke of the “honest label” and all 
that It guarantees. She pointed out 
th* dangers of the use of benzoate of 
soda and other preservatives. She urg¬ 
ed the women to read the labels on 
the goods they buv, and mentioned 
some of the good things that had been 
gained through th e enforcement of the 
recpnt nure food and drug act. 

The next point to be discussed was 
♦hp milk ouestlon and Mrs, Willard 
F. Dow or Brnlntree told of the results 
nf her investigation in this direction. 
She urged the gospel of cleanliness 
and the great necessity of the milk’s 
being-pure Bnd clean. She pointed out 
the need of uniform state laws and 
called attention to the complicated 
methods of lnsnectlon and the diffi¬ 
culty It is to get boards of health to 
act In these matters. By means of a 
moving picture film a vivid sermon 
was preached In regard to the dangers 
of impure milk. th e wrong and the 
right way in which milk should be 
produced. It snoke louder that any 
words are possible to do. 

The last tonic to be considered was 
that of the fly nest. Another moving 
picture film was shown that spoke 
even louder than the previous one- Il¬ 
lustrating the methods of breeding

and their rapid multiplication. Mrs. 
Abide R. Hood of Beverly, another] 
member of the committee, In connec¬ 
tion with the picture spoke of various 
methods or dlf»posdng of flies. The 
most effective seem to be to catch 
them and actually kill them or to pre-1 
vent them from breeding. She men¬ 
tioned various methods which have 
been recommended one being a weak 
solution of formalin and water, but 
even that Is of no effect unless the fly j 
drinks It. The question seems to be | 
as to how to get the fly to do It. 

Miss CJeorgle A. Bacon opened the 
discussion* urging the women to study 
Into the question of milk supply, and 
saying, lhat It is for us to educate the 
people and to keep ourselves clean 
and our premises clean, if we are to 
have success in our undertaking. 
Many questions were asked showing 
that the women are alive to these Im¬ 
portant matters and anxious to know 
how to make the needed improvements. 

A social hour with refreshments 
followed the conference which may 
well be considered a very successful 
one. •. jilt

THE VALUE OF ADVERTISING. 

A Wisconsin professor recently In¬ 
stituted on inquiry as to why Up¬ 
value of advertising increases In such 
enormous ratio to the amount of 
Bpace used. He found that a one page 
advertisement was not twice the value 
of a half page advertisement, as mlghi 
be Imagined, but 25 times the value; 
that a half page was 15 times the 
value of a quarter page, and a ten line 
agate announcement. In comparison 
even with a quarter page advertise¬ 
ment, was not to be mentioned at all. 

It Is interesting to discover why 
this is so, fou it would appear that a 
half page advertisement Is big enough 
to be read quite ub easily as a page 
advertisement, and affords room for 
whatever statement of fact the mer¬ 
chant or manufacturer desires to 
bring to public attention. 

The secret seems to lie in the pres 
tlge acquitted by the use of the lnrger 
space. The public is impressionable. 

If the common mind can be made to 
think in a certain way or direction 
It may be Bald to be impressed with 
the Idea conveyed. Once so im¬ 
pressed, the public Is likely to act In 
accordance with that idea. The put- 
Hc move® as a crowd, is swayed bv 
what may be called the Intelligence 
of the crowd, as distinguished from 
the Intelligence of the Individual. How 
otherwise may w'e account for the 
phenomenon exhibited when people 
put themselves lo actual discomfort 
in orden to purchase where there U 
a great crowd, where goods of equal 
quality and the same price may be 
had elsewhere in places that are no! 
crowded? A certain dealer obtain* 
vogue and becomes the fashion; peo¬ 
ple talk of his establishment, of hie ] 
goods, and of the throngs of pur- I 
chasers; and this prestige adds to 
Ills trade.—Western Publisher. I

STATE FEDERATION MEETS 


ITw ards of 1000 women attended the 
autumn meeting of the Massachusetts 
State Federation of Women's Clubs 
at Cambridge on Tuesday of this 
week The First Baptist Church was 
well filled nt the hour of opening and 
before the day was over its Renting 
capacity was taxed to fts utmost. Sel¬ 
dom has there been a meeting wtoen 
everything went with the smoothness 
with which it did on Tuesday. There 
was no hitch anywhere so that all 
most concerned with tin success must 
feel complete satisfaction with the 
results. 

Promptly at the appointed hour Min 
Georgia A. Bacon, president of the 
Federation, called the meeting to or¬ 
der and presented Mrs. Charles M. 
Bonney, president of the Cantabrigia 
Club, the hostess for the day. Mrs. 
Bonney said that five hundred women 
offer a cordial, sincere and hearty wel¬ 
come to every one present. She 
spoke of her club as a willing follower 
of intelligent leadership, of its co¬ 
operation with the suggestions of the 
Federation, of its belief in the inter¬ 
change of ideas with other clubs and 
of its motto, service. 

Miss Bacon in her response em¬ 
phasized the value of meeting and 
working together for the betterment 
of the home, the state and the nation. 
She also took occasion to thank the 
clubB for copies of their Year Books 
and season tickets to their meetings 
and only regretted that she could not 
attend all. 

The following resolution was adopt¬ 
ed by the meeting: 

Whereas, The Federation vigorously 
deprecates the publication of such 
details as are a menace to public 
moralB, and especially Injurious to the 
taste and the character of growing 
children in our homes, 

Resolved, That we oppose this evil 
In ajl practical ways and that we en¬ 
deavor to develop public opinion to 
appreciate this danger. We earnestly 
appeal to editors to aid us in oir ef¬ 
forts to place In our homes only those 
publications containing news not od- 
jectionable. 

As has been the custom for some 
time past, the program followed the 
lines of work of one of the depart¬ 
ments of j6he Federation. At this 
meeting it was that of Art. Two ad¬ 
dresses were given in the morning, 
one by Mr. Morrison Patterson of the ! 
University of the South upon “IdealB 
in Civic Art," and another by Mr. John 
J Ennekfng of Boston on “Art From 
the Artist’s Point of View.” 

Following these, Mrs. May Alden 
Ward presented a tribute to the mem¬ 
ory of Mrs. Julia Ward Howe, hon¬ 
orary president of the Federation, af¬ 
ter which Mrs. James G. Harris ren¬ 
dered Chopin's Funeral -March upon 
the organ. 

After the intermission during the 
half-hour before the afternoon session 
Mrs. Harris gave an organ recital. A 
baritone solo by Mr. Albert Edmund 
Brown ojfened the program for the 
afternoon. Mr. Alfred W. Martin, as¬ 
sociate leader of the New York So¬ 
ciety for Ethical Culture, spoke on 
"Art as an Interpretation of Human 
Life.” The lecture was illustrated by 
a special collection of lantern slides. 
The session closed appropriately with 
the singing of Mrs. Howe’s “Battle 
Hymn of the Republic,” led by tne 
Cantabrigia Club chorus with Mrs. 
Florence Lee Whitman as conductor. 

Mr. Morrison Paterson in his ad¬ 
dress on "Ideals in Civic Art” said 
in part . 

Civic art was at first dismissed by 
the business man as Impractical. The 
reformers girded up their loins and 
went to work to prove that it is not 
only practical tout it pays—It brings 
in money to a community. At that 
magic word “money,” to which Amer¬ 
ica so humbly bowB, a large conting¬ 
ent of the enemy promptly surren¬ 
dered. 

In spite of this encouragement, the 
battle is far from won. Some of our 
leading business men still hold tight 
to their former prejudices It goes 
without saying that miles of water¬ 
fronts are respectfully preserved as 
the most convenient and picturesque 
locality for a general dumping ground. 
Something is wrong and the ques 
tion Ib what can be done to meet the 
situation. 

It Is astonishing what opportunities 
are lost by civic workers because 
their outlook is too narrow. Because 
they omit In their organization some 
of the most Important departments of 
possible activity. Starting with the 
! idea that they must first clear the 
ground of obBtacleB and lay a founda¬ 
tion, they forget that a superstruc¬ 
ture is to follow. The only states¬ 
man-like attitude Ib to ke^p in mind 
that It pays to look ahead and also 
to look around. 

The statesman-like reformer has a 
thousand eyes, each trained to a par¬ 
ticular vision. ThLs comprehensive 
vision is the primary condition of 
complete civic organization. After 
enthusiasm has been aroused, and af¬ 
ter responsible men and women have 
Joined the crusade against congestion 
and chaos, It will depend upon & few 
individual leadens to stamp the char¬ 
acter of the whole movement, either 
as petty or magnificent, according to 
their ability to analyze the scope of 
proposed improvement, to make clear- 
cut distinctions between the various 
departments of the civic Interests, 
and to bring about the establishment 
of authoritative commissions for each 
particular department. Without such 
complete organization, the city to be 
moulded into form becomes as lop¬ 
sided as the minds of the moulders 

But besides restrictive function*, a 
municipal art oommisalon needs to 
exercise its judgment In regard to 
announcing movements for the ereo- 
tion of distinctive monuments in the 
way of fountains, statuea, bridge* and 
mmortal arches. It la certainly no 
cau*e for boasting for a city to bris 


tie with expensive civic brioA-brac, if 
Thlstorlr-a-bracof statues and fountain* 
violate good taste or express no uni¬ 
fied basis of choice. As we are proud 
of a personal flavor In our literal ure, 
our music, or our art. so we must 
look forward to any chance of ob¬ 
taining such flavor in our civic monu¬ 
ments. As the individual bridges of 
Venice have to do with the Venetian 
flavor, so every bridge and arch and 
statue w e erect stamps ua according 
to its spirit and design with a person 
a] distinction. 

It seems, however, that In all direc¬ 
tions of civic art we have failed to 
maintain sufficiently radical policies 
In situations that demand drastic 
measures. Take the matter of the 
billboard nuisance. What do we do 
In regard to it? Fight It to the death 
as a dlsgrare to the nation? No. We 
start a movement to license the bill¬ 
boards or to diminish their size. 

What we need Is radical action and 
therefore a radical policy, in regard 
to all such crimes against civic de¬ 
cency, as flagrant advertising In any 
form, the cluttering up of streets with 
telephone poles and wires, the soil¬ 
ing of our buildings and monuments 
and the clogging of the very air we 
breathe by factory smoke. With sim¬ 
ilar radical policies in every depart¬ 
ment, we should be in the proper 
mood to demand authoritative com¬ 
missions for each department. and 
put an end to the figure-heads that 
at present decorate our municipal of¬ 
fices In various quarters of the United 
States. 

We are weary, perhaps of being 
told how ages ago the Greeks de¬ 
veloped a sense of poise and elegant 
simplicity, a general completeness of! 
life that we cannot match as yet—' 
how the Parthenon is a monument j 
to that balance of forces that we have 1 
not been able to attain, either as a | 
nation, or as builders of cities, to 
express the nation’s spirit. But the 
fact remains that a stranger from 
the moon would be forced by the 
looks of us to judge us harshly. 

What we need as the basis for all 
our efforts at civic art is more of 
the Greek completeness of life, 
broader interests, and a more genu¬ 
ine support of all t-be fine arts. 
Wherever in America our philosophy 
of life puts a crown of laurels on the 
money-getter and a crown of thorns 
upon the artist, BO-called civic art will 
continue to be a hollow mockery, and 
our expensively decorated cities a by- j 
word among the nations. 

Mr. John J. Bnneklng spoke of "Art 
from the Artist’s Point of View." In 
his talk, which was informal, full of 
interest and entertaining, Mr. En- 
neking pointed out what he called the 
five great highways to truth—art. 
music, poetry, religion and govern¬ 
ment. All start out In youth on the 
same plane and by means of science, 
or In other words expert training 
they reach the higher plane of knowl¬ 
edge by means of these various high¬ 
ways. Having reached this founda¬ 
tion beyond wihieh most do not go, the 
gentuB. whether he be musician, poet 
or painter or what not, begins his 
individual creative work and at lengtn 
arrives at the highest plane of all. 
As with childhood, so with this hieh- 
est plane, there is no law governing 
it. it faces the expanse of infinity. 
The speaker deprecated the lack in 
this country of art commissions and 
emphasized their need of them. In 
commenting upon a famous collection 
of pictures he nald he found in It but 
two which possessed unity. It is im¬ 
possible to nalnt great unitv unless 
you have felt that unity. The artlsr 
cannot accomplish anything of real 
value until he has arrived at this 
lofty plane where he is at liberty to 
create for himself. 

The afternoon address toy Mr. Al¬ 
fred Martin was greatly enjoyed by 
all who heard It. He Is a forceful 
speaker and made his subject clear 
and illuminating. He started with 
the premise that all art work ex¬ 
presses and Interprets the personal: j 
Ity of the artist and the dominant j 
ideals of his lime and place. He ap¬ 
plied this proposition to each of the 
four great epoohs of history—ancient, 
mediaeval, renaissance and modern— 
Indicating the salient characteristics 
in the life of each and then demon¬ 
strated by reference to typical ex¬ 
amples from the arts of architecture, 
sculpture and painting, how these 
Ideals are expressed and interpreted 
by the art work. 

Beginning with the ancient Egvp- 
t iana and the Greeks. M r. Mart In 
passed to the introduction of Chris 
tianity into the Greeco-Roman world, 
and Its influence on the Ideals that 
prevailed in that world, showing the 
mighty change that was then wrought 
In civilization and the prompt ex¬ 
pression of it in art. Passing to the 
Renaissance and its birth (through 
the Influence of St. Francis of Assisi) 
the lecture dealt with the transition 
to the modern era, indicating the dis¬ 
tinctive features of the new social 
ideal of today and then showed by a 
succession of typical masterpieces of 
painting how these latter are the ex¬ 
pressions of that new Ideal. 

TRIBUTE TO JULIA WARD HOWE 
BY MARY ALDEN WARD. 

It is a privilege to voice the tribute 
of the Federation to Mrs Howe, but 
I feel that I have been chosen for a 
task to which I am not equal—the 
task of putting into word* our recog 
nition of the beautiful life which has 
just closed; the task of giving ex 
press ion to our gratitude to the queen 
ly woman who has been for eo many 
years our leader. Intellectually and 
spiritually. 

Many organization*, and countless 
individuals, have paid their tribute to 
Mrs Howe, but for none is It more 
fitting to honor her memory than for 
the MaaaachugetU Federation, of 
Which she waa the founder, the cre¬ 
ator. She conceived the idea of bring¬ 
ing the dubs of the atate Into a 
union so that they might be more 
helpful <o each other and thus In 
creaae their uaefuloeea to the com 


munity. For her to think waa to 
act, and Rhc invited ihe presidents of 
(hose cliibe to meet with her for a 
conference on that subject. The re¬ 
sult was the formation of the or¬ 
ganization and »he w*i unanimously 
chosen its first president. 

The Federation wa« happy In hav¬ 
ing for its first president a woman 
who had. from her very youth, been 
devoted to the cause of organized 
womanhood, and had done all in her 
j»wer to broaden the horizon of wo¬ 
men. She had labored unceasingly 
to open the doors of the colleges and 
ihe proleasions to them. She had 
travelled thousands of miles In the 
interest of the A, A. W., the pioneer 
association for the advancement of 
women. Mrs. Howe brought to the 
Federation the wisdom that she had 
gained in ail those yearn of experi¬ 
ence. "While president, she gave her¬ 
self unsparingly to Its interests, hold¬ 
ing always before the members the 
highest ideals. She looked upon it 
as a grand opportunity for service, 
and foresaw, at the very beginning, 
its wonderful possibilities. 

But it waa not merely to the cause 
of the advancement of woman in the 
abstract that Mfb. Howe devoted her- 
Belf. She had the deepest Interest In 
each individual woman with whom 
she camo In contact. Years ago when 
| Charles Sumner said to her, "I have 
got beyond the place where I can 
i take an interest In individuals," Mrs. 
Howe rebuked him by saying, “God 
Almighty has not gone so far." This 
warm personal interest, this generous 
giving of her friendship, was one of 
toer characteristics. No woman ap¬ 
pealed to her for help or counsel 
without receiving the best that she 
could give. On the day of her death 
there was many a one to say. “I have 
lost the best friend a woman over 
had. ! ’ 

But to treat of Mrs. Howe's service 
to women is to touch upon only one 
side of her life. The wealth of her 
nature, the breadth of her sympathy 
pave her a many-sided life, a life of 
varied activities rarely equalled. She 
pave her help freely to the struggle 
for freedom. The Greeks, the Armen- 
i ians. the Italians, were never weary 
of showing her gratitude. The Rus- 
1 sian exiles were eager to clasp her 
hand. Other races than her own 
found in her a friend and defender. 
Nothine human was foreign to her. 
She differed from many students in 
the fact that her life of study did 
not detach her from human interests. 

With her sweetness and tenderness 
were united the strength and courage 
which made her wtlling to espouse a 
cause she believed just, no matter 
how unpopular it might he. She 
threw herself with zeal into the anti¬ 
slavery crusade, when to do so was 
to invite persecution. She enrolled 
herself among those who were fight¬ 
ing for the equal rights for women in 
the days when It required an amount 
of self-sacrifice that we can now 
scarcely comprehend. Her definition 
of the ideal aim of life was, "To 
learn, to teach, to serve, and to en¬ 
joy.” 

This last was not the least of her 
gifts. One oT her charms was her 
gaiety, her quick sense of humor, her 
frank enjoyment of life, which ndded 
so much to the happiness of others. 
She never ceased to find the world 
interesting and to the very end re¬ 
tained her hopefulness and confidence 
in humanity. In her ninetieth year 
she told me of a vision which had 
come to her. She was awakened sud¬ 
denly in the night by this vision 
which passed before her as clearly 
and as vlvidlv as did the ‘‘Battle 
Hymn or the Republic” in her earlier 
da vs. She described it as— 

‘‘A vision of men and women, a 
vast host whom none could number, 
working unitedly, equally, with super¬ 
human energy, all for the extirpation 
of the blackness of vice and for the 
weal of the race.” 

In that vision she saw the victory. 

"All of evil w’as pone from the 
earth. Misery was blotted out. Man¬ 
kind was emancipated and ready to 
march forward in a new era of hu¬ 
man understanding, all-encompassing 
sympathy, and ever-present help. 

It is ours to make that 'vision real. 

Mrs. Howe was an eager student 
throughout her life, hut the object of 
her study w*as always the search for 
, truth One of her last labors was a 
1 message embodying her definition of 
religion. She was planning to pub¬ 
lish it In the hope that it mietot lead 
other women to give their thoughts 
on this subject. This message baa 
not been published, but I am per¬ 
mitted to give It to >ou today. 

"1 should say. religion is the loving 
recognition of the right, and the reso¬ 
lution to aid. further and exemplify 
It bv grateful and willing service to 
the Divine and the Human. The his¬ 
tory of religions shows the progress 
of the human race, tout in it all, the 
permanence of certain convictions. 
The tables of Moses still rule the 
civilized world, and the Christian 
church still rehearses them with the 
doctrines of its Founder. But Christ 
dares point out the limitations of 
Moses, and the strength of his grav 
amen agaiust the Jews lies in their 
failure to recognize the teachings of 
the later time. In their blind and lit¬ 
eral interpretation of the sacred tra¬ 
ditions they fill to disce r n an 1 follow 
its true guidance Moses, for the 
hardness of their hearts, delivered to 
them the precepts which they were 
able to follow, but the new and divine 
interpretation of the epirit of the 
divine law pointed to new duties and 
required of them fresh sacrifices and 
efforts, and so I should Bay any re¬ 
ligion which prohibits the onward 
movement of the human mind and con 
portant element of religion, the on 
ward impulse of Faith and Hope 
Where this is wanting, the third and 
greatest. Charity. Is usually also want¬ 
ing.”

I 
want to read It to you, and I shall 
ask you to feel that we are Joining 
with Mrs. Howe In this prayer which 
was her last gift to us. 

"Oh! thou whose best elfts are best 
in that thev reveal thyself, be pleased 
to continue to us. residents In ft 
strnnge country, the ml eh tv inherit¬ 
ance of our own dear land. The truths 
made known to saints of old on moun¬ 
tain tops of prayer, or In the whole¬ 
some vallevs of humility, let them 
guide onr feet In the sincerity of wis¬ 
dom. Never let us doubt that thy lov¬ 
ing foresight encircles our path with 
a principle of defence which cannot 
he eninsald nor overcome. iMfty we 
hold ns our ETentest treasure the truth 
that Humanity Is one, and to keeip Its 
irlorlous domain. regnTvl must be had 
to what each may claim from all, and 
all from each, freedom, sympathy and 
Justice. Let us remember that our 
lives are not ours to waste in unfrult 
ful pleasures, but in loving service 
which wo shall perform as thou, our 
God. shall Instruct and guide us. In 
the name of thv mlghtv ones who 
hare overcome the deceitful and sel¬ 
fish world, and are gathered in the 
priceless harvest.”

HOSPITAL SUNDAY. 

At the Channing Church last Sun¬ 
day, Rev. Harry Lutz, after calling!

It was a privilege laBt 
week to visit the hoslfital and ob-! 
aerve the beautiful surroundings, the j 
splendid buildings, the complete up- j 
polotmenis, the thorough admlnlstrn- i 
tlon, the efficient service, and the cos¬ 
mopolitan character of Its uses to the 
whole people. This gives the warrant 
for unreserved commendation and the 
earnest appeal for a generouB contribu¬ 
tion to ltB support. 


The city government were the 
guests on Tuesday of the Bdlson Elec¬ 
tric Illuminating Company, the occa¬ 
sion being the first time the new Maz¬ 
da electric street lights were turned 
on. The party Included -Mayor 
Hatfield, Aldermen Higgins, Woods, 
Cox, Underwood, Lyons, Miller, 
Chadbourne, Moore, Sullivan, Bar¬ 
ker and Towle, City Solicitor Slo¬ 
cum, Assessors L. E CofTIn, J. R. 
Prescott and .Henry Bally, Water Com¬ 
missioner Whitney, Street Commis¬ 
sion Robs, City Engineer Rogers, City 
Clerk Kingsbury, Forest Commissioner 
Bucknam, City Treasurer Newhalt, 
Chief Randlett, Chief Mitchell and 
Messrs. Thomas Weston, Jr., E. B. 
Dane, W. S. Allen, H, F. Young and 
F. C. Green. A substantial lunch was 
served at the Edison headquarters, 39 
Boylston street, Boston, and automo¬ 
biles took the party to view the At¬ 
lantic avenue and L street plants of 
the company. It was interesting to 
note tile facts that it takes about 
150,000 tons of coal to run the L 
trtreet plant annually, that 100,000 
horsepower Is produced constantly 
each 24 hours with a force of but tib 
men, and to witness the working of 
the powerful turbine engines, tihe au¬ 
tomatic stoking of the boilers and the 
general cleanliness of the entlrfe 
plant. 

After viewing the plant the automo¬ 
biles took the party to Commonwealth 
street llght-s were turned on. The new 
street lights were turned on The new 
system is in operation the entire 
length of Commonwealth avenue and 
from Washington street between West 
Newton and Park street, and Park 
and Tremont streets to the Boston 
line. A view was also taken of the 
new Tungsten lights recently installed 
on Washington street between West 
Newton and the Lower Falls. 'Most 
favorable comments were heard on the 
new street lighting, and officials ot 
the company state that Common¬ 
wealth avenue is now the most bril¬ 
liantly lighted Btreet in the country. 

An official acoount of the matter 
follows: 

Forty condlepower -Mazda electric 
street lights, some 1500 In all. have now 
been substituted for the old-fashioned 
25 candlepower carbon lamps, and the 
old fixtures have been changed, so 
that the Illumination of the streets 
is now provided according to the lat¬ 
est scientific methods. The reflectors 
are so arranged that the light is 
brought down upon the street and 
distributed, with the result that a 
much more even Illumination is se¬ 
cured than has heretofore been pos¬ 
sible. 107 of the Improved -Magnetite 
arc lamps rated at 1200 candlepower 
each have been substituted for the 
old-fashioned 300 candlepower electric 
arcB. This substitution has neces¬ 
sitated the change of arc lamp fix. 
lures, and the Improvement Is strik¬ 
ingly noticeable. All of tills work has 
been done without additional expense 
to the city of Newton, and It is now 
possible, under the Edison schedule 
of street lighting rates, for Newton 
1o bum its lamps all night every night 
for the small additional cost of ap¬ 
proximately $4700 a year. It is re¬ 
markable that Newton Is. we under¬ 
stand, the only city or town of any 
considerable size in the Common¬ 
wealth, where a large proportion of 
street lights are burned only until 
12:30 each night.

Mayor Hatfield has sent Ihe alder¬ 
men his estimate or expenses for run¬ 
ning the city for 1911, with a grand 
total of $1,27(5,715.08 or $21,714.85 more 
than was appropriated for the cur¬ 
rent year. The department estimates 
are $1,280,825.08, the Mayor making 
a cut of something over $4000. The 
sum of $338,588.15 Is required for In¬ 
terest. serial bonds and sinking funds, 
the school department calls for $329,- 
700, the street department for $266,- 
778. the police for $85,244 and the fire 
department for $02,114.50. The prin¬ 
cipal Items of increase approved by 
the Mayor are $3000 In the police de¬ 
partment, principal for salaries raised 
by years of service, $3000 for the 
health department for school nurses 
and coBt of contagious diseases, $6000 
net In the street department for street 
maintenance, and $4500 more for streel 
sprinkling. $2000 more for street 
tights, $1000 more for collecting ashes, 
$8000 more for school maintenance 
and $5000 additional equipment for 
the Technical .High School, $3000 for 
care of the new playgrounds, and 
$1000 more for water maintenance. 
There are allghtl Increases and de¬ 
creases in the other departments, 
mostly from minor causes.

GEORGE 0. RAND. 

i Mr. George D. Rand, who died on 
I Nov. 2 at his home In Anburndale, 

- was formerly well known among Hob- 
? Ion architects. He was a boh of 
, Philander and Francis (Dutton) Rand 
. and was born in Coventry, Vt.. May 

- 2A, 1833. His early education w«s ob- 
t tainod In the schools of Brownington 
. and St. Johnsbury. Subsequently he 
c was editor or the St. Johnelmry Cale- 
t donlan. Mr. Rand married 'Miss Mar- 
t tha J. Crossman In 1856. He became 
i Interested In the study of architecture 

and in 1861 began the practice of his 
profession In Hartford. Conn. Realiz¬ 
ing that a wider field was open to him 
Mr. Rand moved to Boston and there 
opened an office In 1869. I^nter he 
formed a partnership with «Mr. Ober. 
That partnership was dissolved In 
f 1883, and Mr, Rand became associated 
in business with Mr. Bertrand C. Tay¬ 
lor under the firm name of Rand & 
Taylor. In 1893, Mr. Rand, having 
Invested lu orange groves In Winter 
. Park, Florida, established a home 
. there and sold his interest In his busl- 
? ness to iMr. Taylor. While living in 
. Winter Park Mr. Rand was a tniBtee 
of Rollins College, and held other re- 
| sponsible positions. In 1897 (Mr. Rand 
t returned to Boston and resumed his 
professional work, eventually entering 
i into partenrship with Mr. Skinner. In 
1899 Mrs. Rand died, and as Mr. 
Rand's health did not permit active 
( life, he retired from business. In 1901 
he married Mrs. William Webb and 
moved to a charming home in Auburn- 
dale. where he passed the remainder 
1 of hts life. 'Mr. Rand was a man of 
most refined literary tastes, a man 
whom to know was to love. He dearly 
loved the companionship of fellow- 
men and always entered Into their 
joys and sorrow’s with ready sym¬ 
pathy. 

His work as an architect covered 
a wide field. He made a marked suc¬ 
cess In country house design, and 
large business buildings, schoolhouses, 
churches, etc., stand as monumenls to 
his memory. During his business 
connection with 'Mr. Taylor (Mr. Rand 
designed several large hospitals and 
laid the foundation for the broad 
work in that field achieved by his 
successor. 

During the last few years of his life 
Mr. Rand entertained himself with 
water color painting. With his books 
and his brush he passed the time un¬ 
til the end came. 

Many old friends gathered at the 
residence on Grove street, Auburndale, 
on Saturday, Nov. 6, when prayers 
were offered by Rev. Samuel Dike. 
Later in the afternoon services were 
held in the chapel of the Congrega¬ 
tional Church. Rev. John ‘Matteson, 
Rev. W. -C. Gordon. Rev. Samuel Dike 
and Rev. Mr. Dutton officiating. Sev¬ 
eral musical selections were rendered 
by Mrs. Ruggles. 

The remains were taken to Mt. Au¬ 
burn for cremation.

A committee to work out a plan of 
federation for the citleB and towns in 
the metropolitan district and to bring 
about a wider realization of the fact 
that Industrially and commercially 
these cities and towns are a unit, has 
been appointed by the Chamber 
Commerce. ThLs Is the first definite, 
•public step toward obtaining for Bos¬ 
ton the “commercial rating” which it 
deserves as a centre of 1,500,000 pop 
<ulatlon and of the most highly de¬ 
veloped industrial region in the coun 

try. 

The committee is made up, with 
two exceptions, of prominent i^sidents 
of various suburbs, and will therefore 
be able to deal with the question of 
federation from all points of view 
The Newton members are William M. 
Flanders of Newton Centre and Hon 
George Hutchinson of West Newton. 

The duties of the committee are 
specifically given by the Chamber as 
follows: “To promote dlscusnton of 
the fact that the cities and towns I 
metropolitan Boston are commercially 
and industrially a unit, to bring about 

wider realization of the benefit 
which it would be to boston Lf this 
fact were universally recognized, and 
to report what method of federation 
between the cities and towns in the 
Botson district Is necessary and ad- 
vlsable, in order to accomplish the 
above objects.” In appointing this 
committee the Chamber of Commerce 
takes no position on the question of 
annexation.

MR POWERS HONORED. 

To mark the complete restoration 
to health of Mr. Snmuel Leland Pow¬ 
ers. after a distressing illness in I,on- 
don last summer, was the occasion 
of a complimentary luncheon tendered 
to him at the Parker House Monday 
afternoort. Samuel J. Rider presided. 
Gov. Ix>ng represented the Common¬ 
wealth in his usual felicitous way, 
saying that he, too. hoped he would 
he as good a man as Mr. Powers 
when he got to 'be aa old. John Hays 
Hammond rem-eBented his fellow-eol- 
legian, Mr. William H. Taft, who sent 
a message of regret over his inability 
to be present to do honor to a man 
whose "red blood" the President said 
he particularly admired. -Melvin O. 
Adams spoke for Dartmouth College. 
He had not only known Mr. Powers 
there, hut Mr. Elder when a student 
at Yale, and they had had some Inter¬ 
collegiate relations In reference to 
pickerel fishing in Rindge, N <H., which 
seemed to the speaker prophetic of 
Mr. Elder’s subsequent work as Amer¬ 
ican oounnel at The Hague in behalf 
of our fishing interests of Newfounfl- 
land. Ex-Gov Guild was especially 
felicitous, quoting some excellent lineR 
on friendship. Mr. T. E. Byrnes of 
the New Haven railroad did the same 
thing, and was charged by Gov. Ixmg 
with having written the verses him- 
eelf. Gen. Charles H. Taylor of the 
Boston Globe told some capital stories. 
One related to his seeking, when a 
clerk at the State House, some in¬ 
structions from George G. Crocker as 
to the pronunciation of a few Latin 
words, on wihoh the Charlestown high 
school had left the General somewhat 
in doubt. Crocker gave ihm the Eng¬ 
lish pronunciation. The presiding of¬ 
ficer, a fresh college graduate, gave 
the vowels their Roman sound, with 
the result that during all the reading 
the two pronunciations were stacked 
up side by side, to the amusemeiu 
of the lawmakers. Mr Powers, the 
hero of the occasion, spoke with his 
usual felicity. He believed a luncheon 
a very pleasant way to express cor¬ 
dial feeling, since people would have 
to stop in their business day to take a 
bite anyhow, and he said he had no 
doubt they regarded his return as the 
one least significant Thing upon which 
they could hinge such a festivity. A 
message of salutation was read from 
A Shuman, president of the famous 
Atlantic Conference, of which many 
of those who had gathered were mem¬ 
bers.

They founded their 
hank, which wns guaranteed by the 
government and was held In high cred¬ 
it in all the great cities on the routes 
of trade. The word "bank" was de¬ 
rived from the Italian word "banco," 
a bench or couuter over which the 
business wns transacted.—Argonaut.

The Intellect nnd genius of Franklin 
were perhaps never more manifest 
than when, as the colonial agent of 
Pennsylvania, he appeared before the 
British house of commons In order to 
undergo an Inquisition Into the taxa¬ 
tion questions which were brewing 
the trouble which subsequently result¬ 
ed In American freedom.

WOMEN’S CLUB NEWS 

Miss Grace M. Burt, Editor. 


A fltmly of the Federal ion Mamwl 
reveals many Interesting facta and 
among them may be mentioned some- 
thlng of the age of tho clubs belong¬ 
ing to it. It may not be generally 
known that the oldest club dates back 
to 1848, The Lndtefl’ Physiological in¬ 
stitute. The l^adlcs' Library Associa¬ 
tion of Randolph followed in 1855 and 
the New England Women's Club In 
1808. A year Inter comns the Wednes¬ 
day Morning Club of Roston of which 
Airs. Francis E, Stanley of Newton is 
the president, making four clubs pre¬ 
vious to 1870. Six new ones were 
formed in the decade between 1870 
and 1880, Cosmian of Springfield, 
Home Club of East Boston. Papyrus of 
Haverhill, Monday Club of North Ad 
rniis, the Lynn Women’s Club, and Old 
and New of Malden 

But with 1880 It may be said that 
the club movement began to take gen¬ 
eral shape and In five years eleven 
were organized while in the succeed¬ 
ing flve years sixteen more came Into 
being. To this period from 1880 to 
1890 blong seven of the Newton Clubs, 
named in order of organization so fur 
as can be determined they are. West 
Newton Women's Educational, the 
L. S. C. of Newton Highlands, New- 
tonvllle Woman’s Guild, Social Sci¬ 
ence, Monday Club of Newton High¬ 
lands, Newton Centre Woman’s Club, 
and the Ladles’ Home Circle. 

Further Investigation reveals the 
fact that during the period from 189u 
to 1900 clubs were everywhere spring¬ 
ing up and hy far the largest number 
■belonging to the Federation were or. 
gnulzed in this time. A hasty count 
makes Ihe number more than one hun¬ 
dred and thirty, while there are 
sixty-eight, hardly more thnn half that 
number, in the last ten years. These 
figures are of more than a passing in¬ 
terest. They would hardly seem to In¬ 
dicate that Ihere is any decline in club 
Interest, but rather that clubs already 
existing are being strengthened end 
broadened so that they are doing the 
work for which previously various 
separate ones were started. The great¬ 
est efficiency with the fewest number 
of organizations Is certainly the best 
policy.

Moore on “The Natural Resources.’ 
Mrs. Moore touched upon the geolog¬ 
ical formation of the state and said 
that the mineral wealth was one of 
the least of its resourees. There are 
rooks belonging to each of the geo¬ 
logic divisions of time, but the most 
valuable are the granite which dates 
bark to the earllset period. About a 
half million dollars worth of it is 
quarried every year. Of other vnluable 
rook she mentioned the sandstone- 
used for building purposes and the 
trap rock used for roads and road¬ 
beds. Turning to the agricultural pos¬ 
sibilities she spoke of the water sup¬ 
ply as unsurpassed, that the eoil con¬ 
tains distinct advantages over many 
others and is particularly favorable 
for the cultivation of corn. The largest 
products are from the dairy and poul¬ 
try farms. She also called attention 10 
the possibilities of apple growing and 
cranberry raising. In comparison with 
other states Mrs. Moore quoted fig¬ 
ures that place Massachusetts in a 
favorable light, much more so than is 
usually supposed 

She set forth the forestry problems 
and urged re-foreBtation, since the 
primeval forest has practically disap¬ 
peared. She pointed out the great dis¬ 
traction that takes place each year 
from forest fires, it being one acre in 
every sixty-two. 

Other resources which s-he said are 
in danger of extermination, are the 
shell fish and lobsters. She advocated 
state control over these matters. Deep- 
sea fishing shows no decline and 
200.000,000 pounds of fish are yearly 
landed at Gloucester ond Boston, 

In closing her paper Mrs. Aloore 
urged the necessity of greater knowl¬ 
edge on the part of the people in all 
these matters. 

The monthly meeting of the Newton 
Centre Woman's Club on Thursday 
was most delightful. Airs. Belle Tem¬ 
ple Priest gave a program of mono¬ 
logues which were varied and ex¬ 
tremely entertaining. 

Owing to the illness of Miss Eliza¬ 
beth North nip the course of lectures 
on Current Events will be given be¬ 
fore the Newton Centre Woman’s Club 
without alteration of dates, by Mrs 
Lila Pennock of Somerville. Mrs. 
Pen nock has just completed a four 
years’ term as president of the Hep- 
tc.rean Club of Somerville and has 
met with marked success as a lecturer 
on Current Events before many clubs 
of Greater Boston.

Cultivating Ginger. 

Ginger is made n matter of scientific 
culture in Jnnmlcn. It Is propagated 
by cutting up small pieces of the root, 
and, If possible, rich, cool soil from 
recently cleared woods Is selected for 
it. It is a great Impoverisher of the 
soli and grows so luxuriantly that In 
a short time a little piece of root will 
Bpread so as to produce nearly a pound 
of new roots. The sets are planted in 
March or April and get to their full 
growth about September. The roots 
are dug usually iu Jamaica in January 
or February. They are washed, ex¬ 
posed to the sun until thoroughly dried 
and pneked in parcels of nltout a hun¬ 
dred pounds each. In order to dry 
them more rapidly they are first scald¬ 
ed in a little copper pot In order to de¬ 
stroy life, of which the roots are very 
tenacious. White ginger and black 
ginger are from the same roots, the 
difference arising from methods of 
curing. Roots for sugar preserving are 
dug while quite young, before the 
stems are more than five or six inches 
high. _ 

A Luckless Word. 

Superstition dies hard, at least lu the 
north of England. On Tyneside It is 
reckoned highly unlucky to hear or 
mention the word “pig,” and evil con¬ 
sequences can only be averted by 
touching cold Iron. If that material Is 
not at hand Its name must be uttered 
aloud as the next best thing. 

It Is no uncommon thing to see a 
group of sailors or workmen suddenly 
scatter to lay hold of iron railings, 
lampposts, etc., when by chance "pig” 
has slipped into their conversation. 

A stranger to the district was not 
long ago puzzled to see four little shoe¬ 
blacks, squatted nt a game of cards 
on their blacking box. suddenly scram¬ 
ble to their feet, run to some iron posts 
several yards away, touch them and 
then return and resume their gnme 
quite unconcernedly. When he obtained 
an explanation his amusement equaled 
his astonishment. *he origin of the 
superstition seems to be unknown.— 
London Scraps.

ALDERMEN PASS BUDGET 

A MILLION AND A QUARTER NEEDED IN 1911 


One of the most Important meetings 
of the year was held Monday evening 
by the aldermen The principal fea¬ 
ture was the passage of the annual 
appropriation order for 1911 carrying 
a total amount of $1,249,570.98. which 
Is about $5,500 less than the present 
budget. The board clearly violate^ 
the spirit of the city charter which 
provides that “all meetings shall be 
public” by taking a recess and every 
member attending a committee meet 
Ing held behind closed doorfl. The 
recess was over two hours in length 
and the only hint of what happened 
In the committee room was the objec¬ 
tion made by Alderman Lyons when 
called upon to vote on the budget. The 
alderman said he approved of the en¬ 
tire order save the items for “care 
of City Hall” and for "maintenance 
Of Streets." He waB recorded as vot¬ 
ing "No" on the order and was the 
only man In opposition. The order 
as reported by the Finance Committee 
reduces the recommendations of the 
Mayor some $26,000, the principal 
items being a cut of $15,000 for Btreet 
maintenance, $2000 in the miscellan¬ 
eous expenses of the Mayor’s office, 
$1000 in sewer maintenance. $800 In 
fire department. $600 In the care of 
City Hall, and a refusal to increase 
the salafieB of clerks, stenographers 
and assistant librarians. 

President Jones was in the chair 
and Aldermen Avery, Barker, Blake- 
more, Burr. Cox. Gray. Heard. Hig¬ 
gins. Lyons, -Miller. Stone. Sullivan. 
Towle.^ Underwood, Williamson, Moore 
and Woods were also present 

No one appeared at hearings held 
on pole locations on Central street, 
and for attachments on Central street. 
Ballard street and Washington street 
and for rounding corner of Crescent 
and Faxon streets. 

The board of health recommended 
sewer construction in Westwood street 
and Central terrace and a letter was 
read from Alderman Doherty appre¬ 
ciative of resolutions adopted by the 
board relative to his sickness. 

Petitions were received from the 
Telephone Company for relocations on 
Aberdeen street, Watertown street 
and Cheswick road, from R. Sclnl- 
carlello for a -wagon license, and A. 
E. Howe for sixth class liquor license. 

Licenses of G. W. Bush Company 
for a wagon, John Cahill for a wagon, 
G F. Richardson, Jr., for bowling 
alleys and pool tables In Bray Block 
and of Reuben Forknall, John T 
Burns, M. C. Laffle and W. S. Edmands 
as auctioneers were granted. 

On recommendation of committees, 
the city clerk was authorized to con¬ 
tract for printing city documents of 
1910, the estimate of receipts for 1911 
was adopted. Highland avenue was 
ordered sprinkled in 1911, the rate or 
Interest on unpaid taxes of 1911 was 
fixed, the Gas Company was granted 
a permit to locate a four horsepower 
gas engine on Washington street, with 
exhaust properly muffled, X. A. Ross 
was granted a wagon license, the Ed¬ 
ison Company was granted pole loca¬ 
tion on Pembroke Btreet. Oakland 
street, Clovelly road, a relocation on 
Suffolk road, attachments on Oak 
street, Waverley avenue, Greenough. 
Washington street- and permission to 
remove poles on Suffolk road, the Tel¬ 
ephone Company was granted attain¬ 
ments on Jackson road, and a reloca¬ 
tion of Madison avenue, and hearings 
were assigned on Dec. 5 for sewei 
construction In Westwood street. Whit 
low© road and off Webster street. 
Leave to withdraw was also voted on 
petition of the American Fireworks 
Mfg. Co. to manufacture fireworks ofl 
Melrose Btreet. 

The order granting money for city 
expenses to Dec. 31 was amended oy 
striking out the item of $6000 for 
water construction and udopted. Or¬ 
ders authorizing labor in the water 
department for $3000 and rounding the

WANTS NEW TERMINAL. 

Mayor Fitzgerald suggests a new 
terminal station for the Boston &

Arabian Coffee. 

The Arabian coffee maker, having pre¬ 
pared his lire of charcoal itud placed 
near it a huge pot con mining wa¬ 
ter, takes a few handfuls of green cof¬ 
fee berries, carefully culls out nil im¬ 
perfect berries and foreign substances 
and then places the best of the berries 
In an Iron Indie held over the fire. 
The berries nre permitted to roast un¬ 
til they begin to smoke and are then, 
while still unchnrred, placed In a small 
mortar and carefully brayed with n 
pestle closely fitting the cup of the 
mortar. The berries are not, however, 
reduced to a dust. While this process 
has been going on a small pot has been 
half filled with tepid water from the 
large pot and placed over the fire. 
When the water In the small pot has 
begun to boll the broken coffee berries 
are thrown In, and the boiling is per¬ 
mitted to go on for a short time, the 
decoction being stirred with a spoon 
when It shows signs of boiling over. 
The coffee Is then served in small cups 
without cream or Bugar. 

African Srtakes- 

The Africnn cobra Is regarded some 
what reverently by the nntlves of thni 
country, who once a year kill n cobra 
de capello and hung Its skin to the 
branch of a tree, tall downward. Thei 
all the children born during the inst 
year are brought out and made tc 
touch the skin. This, the parents think 
puts them under the serpent’s protec 
tion. The cobra de capello divides wttl 
tbe horned viper of Africa the ques 
tionabtc honor of being the “worm ol 
the Nile,” to whose venomous tootl 
Cleopatra’s death wns due. The Kaf¬ 
firs use the venom of this snake’* 
cousin, the puff adder, to poison theli 
arrows, and when they have any sum] 
quantity left they swallow It, having t 
theory that It will protect them frmr 
the bad effects of future bites. Tbf 
Snake tribe of the Punjab say that thi 
bites of snakes do not hurt them, anc 
if they find a dead serpent they drest 
It In clothes and give It a superb fu 
nernl. 

Beards In England.

The Crimean war hod much 
to do with it. The soldiers were per 
mitted to forego the use of the razor 
as the hair on the face protected their 
from the cold and attacks of npurul- 
gia. About this period only one civil¬ 
ian of position in England had tin 
hardihood to wear a mustache. This 
was George F. Muntz, member of par 
[lament for Birmingham. The enlight 
ened electors, however, did not takt 
kindly to the bearded politician. An 
officer candidate ou one occasion re 
celved an intimation from the lendei 
of his party that his mustache inlghi 
prejudice him in the eyes of the rura 
population. The candidate' replied tlini 
he wns “determined to face it out.’’— 
Westminster Gazette.

Archbishop William H O’Connell, 
with JniprcHslve services, formally 
dedicated the new church building of 
the parish of Mary Immaculate of 
Lourdes, more generally known ns 
St. Mary'« Church of Newton tipper 
Falls. The services took place yes¬ 
terday morning and the building was 
filled io overflowing. 

Mons. George J. Patterson, PA., of 
South UoEiion was the celebrant of 
the mass. Ilev. Fr. Thomas L. Flan¬ 
agan of Medford deanon, Rev. Fr. 
Francis Glynn of Melrose sub-deacon, 
Rev. Fr. Edmund Daley of Jamaica 
Plain master of ceremonies, Rev. Fr. 
Dennis H. Donovan of -Newton Upper 
Falls assistant master of ceremonies, 
and the sermon was preached by RL. 
Rev M. l^avclle of the archdiocese of 
New York. 

Both Archbishop O’Connell and the 
preacher praised the energy of the 
patsor and the parts bln obtaining 
such a notable addition to the 
churches In the diocese. The former 
Baid. in part: "It is rare that so much 
praise is really merited. This is a 
great work, done In such a short time 
by people of limited means.” He also 
praised the beauty of the building. 

Rev. Fr. Lavelle, in his remarks, 
aald that the members of the congre¬ 
gation bad shown their devotion and 
loyalty in the faet that in less than 
two years a pariah of less than 1500 
souls had raised $30,000 in contribu¬ 
tions. 

The organist was John F. Hess ion, ( 
and the regular church choir was aug¬ 
mented by a portion of the choir of 
St. Patrick’s Church of Roxbury. 

The ushers were J. Joseph Warren, 

J. J. Mahoney, Fred Cahill, J. P. Dur¬ 
bin, John E. Slattery, George T. 
O’Hearn, John E. Buckley, Charles H 
Crowley. W. P. -Meehan, Thomas 
Leaoh, William H. Kerrivan. James F. 
Ryan, William Warren and Charles 
>M arden. 

In the evening there was a vesper 
service, at which the preacher was 
Rev. Fr. Richard Nengle, PR, of Mal¬ 
den. 

The new building stands at the 
junction of Eliot and Oak streets, and 
was built at a cost of $150,000, in¬ 
cluding the cost of the site. The first 
sod was turned on the last Sunday In 
June. 1909, and the cornerstone was 
laid Oct. 3, 1909. 

In the construction the idea of a 
building absolutely fireproof has been 
carried out. The church is built of 
brick, concrete and steel, Its exterior 
is of water-struck brick, with trim¬ 
mings of Indiana limestone The style 
of architecture Is Romanesque. One of 
the striking features Is a clock tower, 
135 feet high, with a roof of red fill¬ 
ing. This tower, in addition to the 
clock, contains thre bells, which will 
loll the angelus, as -well as the hours. 

The three doors at the front are - 
carved in Raphaelesque style. Before 
them are the four pillars, each 38 feet 
in height, and pendant from a cen¬ 
tre -piece before the middle door Is a 
large electrolier. A pedimendal piece 
in a nitche high in the facade is com¬ 
prised of 12 figures of heroic size and 
represents the vision of the 'Ma¬ 
donna at Lourdes, representing the 
various classes coming to her for 
strength and restoration to health. 
This group is 25 feet long. 

But It Is inside that the church 
shows to best advantage, for the in¬ 
terior is magnificent. Paintings and 
statuary and stained-glass windows 
of the highest order are In evidence. 

There are seats for 800 in the audi¬ 
torium, while the gallery will seat 
250 more, in the basement Is a 
chapel with seating capacity for 500. 

The auditorium is flanked by six 
huge sleel pillars oil a side. The 
supporting beams of the roof are 
bridge work steel and hardwood and 
from base to crest the auditorium is 
58 feet high. The organ is placed 
in the balcony. There are 13 large 
windows on the main floor, the 14th 
being given over to a niche to the 
Blessed Virgin at Lourdes, as repre¬ 
sented by a small group of statuary’. 
The windows were manufactured by 
F. X. Zettler at Manlett, ninny of 
them from cartoons sent there by 
Rev. Fr. Dannhy. Three of the win¬ 
dows are In memorlam and the oth¬ 
ers are gifts, as are 1G smaller win¬ 
dows in the upper part of the build- 
ins. 

The celling is decorated with pic¬ 
tures representing the saints and 
Biblical topics, the work being done 
by G. Raggi. Mdny of the windows 
are copies of world-famous paintings, 
some by Raphael and others by 
Murillo. The Slstlne Madonna is one 
of the most striking. 

The interior of the church is light¬ 
ed by four wrought iron chandeliers, 
bearing electric clusters, and lamps 
on each of the pillnrs. The altar is 
I he product of a Baltimore concern 
and Is on© of the most beautiful In 
(he diocese. The rail Is of Numldlan 
marble, while while Italian marble is 
used In Ihe altar itself. St. Joseph’s 
altar 1 b crowned by a painting of 
Christ and Ids mother and over the 
altar of the Sacred Heart is a paint¬ 
ing of angels incensing. 

The sanctuary is under a dome, the 
celling of which bears three paint¬ 
ings. Those depict the annunciation, 
(lie ascension and the coronation. On 
the front of the altar the last eup- 
per is depleted In relief. Back of the 
altar 1 b a painting of Christ prepared 
for burial. 

The land on which the church 
slnnds is of sufficient size to provide 
an additional tract large enough for 
a rectory and a parochial school when 
the time cornea to build them.

Byron’s "Bride of Abydos." 

It was after Lord Byron arrived in 
Greece that he wrote that beautiful 
poem "The Bride of Abydos" and (lint 
exquisite song the “Maid of Athens,” 
which, says a Purls contemporary, 
every Englishman of culture knows by 
heart. Documents enable us to estab¬ 
lish the true identity of the heroine 
of this poem. She was one of the 
three dougliicrs of Mr. Black. English 
vice consul nt Athens, nt whose house 
Byron for some time lived. After the 
departure of the poet Theresa Black 
married au archaeologist, M. Plttnkls. 
whose widow she became several 
yenrs Inter. Her beauty, her chnrui. 
her elegance, conquered every heart, 
including Byron’s. In 1873 the hero 
Ine of the poet was an old woman of 
upright figure and still showing signs 
of her former beauty. With age bad 
come poverty. The London Times, 
moved by her distress, opened at this 
epoch a subscription In her favor. She 
died In 1875.—London Globe. 


The Gun Charmers. 

Among the more snperstltlotisly In¬ 
clined of the sporting Cingalese nre 
gun charmers, who allege that a gun 
may be charmed In different ways and 
by different methods. An essential 
part of the process, however, appears 
to be the muttering of certain formu¬ 
lae. 

A gun, the charmers say, may be 
charmed in any one of the following 
four ways: (1) So that it will wound 
the animal fired at, but will not kill 
outright; (2l so tlint he who carries it 
shull find nothing worth shoofiug; (3) 
so that It will not kill anything (lying, 
but will kill animals that run. and 
(41 so that It will not kill anything 
that ruus. but will kill anything flying. 

No gun cun be charmed at all if the 
owner takes the precaution of rubbing 
some pork fut on the barrel or at¬ 
taches a piece of the outer skin of the 
rat snake to the stock in such a way 
that it canuot be seen. 


How a Coal Fir© Protects Itself. 

A curious way lu which a Are in tlie 
heart of u coal pile keeps Itself from 
being put out is noted hi a mlulng 
Journal. Such tires often start In the 
Interior of lurge piles of coal owing 
to heat developed by slow oxidation, 
which is prevented by the size of the 
pile from escaping Into the air. Such 
flres are difficult to put out owing to 
the fact that the burning mass turns 
the coal around It into coke, which is 
nearly Impervious to water. The pile 
may thus be thoroughly drenched 
without putting out the fire, which It 
never really reaches. The only way 
to deal with the situation Is to drive 
into the pile a sharpened Iron pipe, 
long enough to reach the burning coal, 
nnd then to couple u hose to the upper 
eud and turn on the water. 


The Cocoa Plantation. 

A traveler In South America, where 
the cocon tree Is largely cultivated, 
speaks of the great care with which 
the young plants have to be protected 
from the suu. which if very strong is 
fatal to them. To secure this protec¬ 
tion the planters shield them by ba¬ 
nana trees and plulnlaln trees, tbc 
broad leuves of which give them the 
ueeded shude. And even when they 
arc fully grown they need protection, 
which is given by trees known us "lui- 
mortels,’’ or, us the planters call them, 
"the mother of the cocoa." Thus the 
whole cocoa plantation bus u sort of 
canopy.

WOMEN TO HONOR REVOLUTIONARY SOLDIERS 


NEW TELEPHONE RATES STILL IN 
EFFECT. 

The following statement has been 
issued by the commercial department 
or the New England Telephone & 
Telegraph Company: 

“To correct a somewhat prevalent 
mistaken Impression, it seems desir¬ 
able to state that the new telephone 
rates are still In effect. The mistaken 
belief that they have been suspended 
or postponed probably arose from the 
request of certain petitioners repre¬ 
senting four party and six party sub¬ 
urban subscribers asking that sucb 
subscribers be given the privilege ot 
retaining their service under the old 
rates until Nov, l. 1911, in order to 
give them ample opportunity for un¬ 
derstanding the new schedule. 

“The company acceded to this re¬ 
quest. The new schedule Is in effect, 
however, for all classes of subscribers 
who desire service thereunder. 

“Of the 22,000 subscribers whose ap¬ 
plications under the new schedule 
have been received thus far, more 
than 4500 had either the old four party 
or six party Bdrviee. The great ma¬ 
jority have elected some form of two 
party aervice and from them have 
come many expressions of satisfaction. 
Their reports of ‘busy’ lines or of 
party line Interference have been re¬ 
duced to a minimum, while the divid¬ 
ed ringing (which signals only the 
subscriber actually wanted) has given 
relief to those disturbed by a multi¬ 
plicity of bell eallB. 

“As these four party and bIx party 
Embscribers voluntarily applied for 
service, and at the lime of making 
applications had the rates fully ex¬ 
plained to them, there la no reason 
to believe any misapprehension exists 
as to their scope and effect. If any 
subscriber to either or these classes 
of service applied because of his be¬ 
lief that the change would shortly be 
niudo compulsory, the company will 
retransfer him If he makes applica¬ 
tion on or before Nov 21, 1910. 

“The new Bervloe will be continued 
to all who are Balls fled with It, how¬ 
ever, and will be offered not only to 
new subscribers, but to present sub¬ 
scribers who deal re to change to the 
new schedule.”

1 ures with transparent draperies. Oc¬ 
nus was a poor but Industrious Greek, 
whoso extravagant wife spent money 
ns fast ns he could earn It. and he re¬ 
lated Ids troubles to Ids friend the 
painter. Polygnotus thereupon paint 
ed the picture of a mail weaving n 
rope of straw, while behind him stood 
a donkey, eating the rope ns fast ns 
i It wns woven. It is pleasant to relate 
that the silent lesson had the desired 
effect u|>on the wife of Ocnus and that 
It wns through tier subsequent frugal¬ 
ity nnd thrift that Ocnus ultimately 
rose to a position of great prosperity.—

LIGHT HOUSEKEEPING.

If the kitchen window iu kept open 
at the top while cooking such foods 
as cubbuge. onions, etc., the unpleas- 
unt odor will go out of the window 
Instead of spreading all over the 
house. 


CHICKBN SOUP—Draw the out- 
inea of a chicken on a piece of wihJte 
glazed paper Carefully remove the 
feathers. Pour two gallons of boiling 
water Into a saucepan, and sprinkle 
some salt on the chicken’s tall. If the 
soup has a blonde appearance, stir it 
with an indelible lead pencil, which 
will make It darker. Let It boll three 
hours. Coax the chicken away from 
the saucepan and serve the soup hot, 
with two pitchers of Ice water on the 
aide. 

CREAM PUFFS—Take a hunch of 
air about three feet long, tie It in a 
knot and hang it on a line until it be¬ 
comes thoroughly dry, then break it 
Into small pieces. Sprinkle with cin¬ 
namon and mustard. Place in oven 
until it Is well done. Wrap a piece 
of dough aiound the outeu edges and 
serve while It is still blowing. 

BEEFSTEAK—Carefully remove 
the laces front one tan shoe and 
put them away, because they can 
be UBed for shoestring potatoes. Beat 
tbe shoe well with a mallet for 15 
minutes, until its tongue stops wag¬ 
ging and It gets blue in the face. Then 
put it In a frying pan and stir gently. 
When it begins to sizzle, add the yolk 
of an egg and season with parsley. 1 
If you have no parsley, use some green 
wall paper, and If theie Is no green 
wall paper In the flat, see the janitor. 
Place in the stove and leave three 
hours. Should you wish to smother 
with onions, now is your chance, be¬ 
cause after cooking so long it is al¬ 
most helpless. Serve hot with an axe 
on the side If there are more than 
four people in the flat, use both shoes. 

APPLE FRITTERS—First catch 
your fnltter. Be sure that It 1 b a 
young fritter. Th e way to tell the 
age of a fritter is to count .is teeth. 
Remove the shell and add a pitcher 
of apple sauce. Place this in a sauce¬ 
pan and tease It with a pinch of bak¬ 
ing soda. Let It simmer a couple of 
hours. Serve hot and smile rapidly 
while eating. Jjaugbter always addB 
digestion. 

OATMEIAL PUDDING—Take the 
sawdust carefully from a freshly 
caught L'@gid and neinove the husliB. 
Add ginger ale and Jet It sizzle. Stir 
gently three hours, then rest awhile. 
Pour the contents into a cut-glass 
punch 'bowl. If you have no bowl, 
borrow one from the property man 
who was In the same company with 
you. Then saturate with sugar and 
salt and other handy spiceB. Senve 
without Bplushlng it, and add a little 
cold water painted white to look like 
milk. 

HAMBURGER STEAK—Get afresh 
hamburger that Is picked at the full 
of Uie moon. To tell the age of a 
hamburger look at its teeth One tow 
of teeth for every year, and the limit 
is six rows. Remove the wish bone 
and slice carefully. Add tabasco 
sauce and let It sizzle. Add a pinch 
of potato salad and stir gently. Serve 
hot, and eat Tast wtlh the eyes closed 
tightly. 

WILD FISH—(Jet a live, tome fish 
weighing thi.ee and a half itounds. 
Tease It until it becomes angry. When 
it froths at the mouth, stick the prong 
of a fork in its left eye. Then crosB 
over to the blind side anl hit It a 
couple of uppercuts in the solar 
plexus. When the fish has breathed 
its List, stuff it with wild berries. 
Place In oven until thoroughly cooked. 
Garnish with wild sea grass and serve 
while subdued.
